criminals, Qhuako said he believes Soobzokov ^ned to intimidate 
him rocently by threatening to run him. over. 

Chuako explained on Oe tolSrTWT^i 9 74y "wh i le ho nnd his 
wife were going to crops Totowa, Avenue , Paterson, New Jersey, 
an , automobile driven by Soobzokov came toward him and made a 
threatening maneuver to hit him.

Chuako said He knows the person driving the auto- 
mobile was Soobzokov and reiterated his belief Soobzokov 
knows that he (Chuako) is aware of derogatory information 
concerning Soobzokov and was making an attempt to intimidate 
him from testifying at any hearing against Soobzokov. 

Inquiry was made whether Chuako notified the local 
police department of the above incident. Chuako said he 
f did not and related the above only to Dr. Jawad Shaker IdriS 3 , 
83 Wes tervelt* Avenue, North Hnledon, New Jersey, who told him 
to await a visit from the FBI. Chuako was encouraged to 
notify the Paterson, New Jersey, police Department should 
Chuako believe Soobzokov or anyone else is attempting to 
hit him. via an automobile. 

Chuako was also notified that the above information 
would be made- available to the local office of INS.
